tram bringing J-rince Henry, his suite 
and tho American escort from New 
York arrived here at nine o'clock this 
morning*. The prince was met at_the- 
depot and, escorted by cavalry and 
police, was driven to the 
embassy 


A crowd of several thousand people 
had gathered at the depot, but there 
was no cheering. At the German em- 
bassy a large crowd also had gath- 
ered. Prince Henry drove in an open 
carriage, nodding and smiling in rec- 
ognition of the applause and returning 
each military salute. Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Hill sat beside him, with 
Captain Cowlos, naval aide to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, on tho other scat. On 
the threshold of the embassy 
the 


prince pajused facing the long lines oJ 
troopers with saluting sabres, and the 
knots of ladies who had brawfod their 
way through the lines gave a sweep- 
ing bow as he turned and went inside 
There were no formalities during the 
morning. Prince Henry and his suite 
at noon attended the McKinley memo- 
rial services at the Capitol, and at 
their conclusion made a flying trip to 
pay tribute to the memory of the fath 
er of his country at Mt. Vernon. 


NEGRO HANGED, 


For 
Murder of Professor White of 


Philadelphia—Makes a Confession, 
Which Is Not Credited By Police. 


Philadelphia, Feb. 27.—Amos Stirl- 


ing, a young negro, who was the ac- 
complice of Henry Ivory and .Charles 
Perry in the murder of Prof. Roy Wil- 
son White of the law department of 
the University of Pennsylvania, on the 
night of May 19, 1900, was hanged to- 
day in the county prison. The drop 
fell at 10.07 o'clock. 


Stirling made a confession to his 


spiritual adviser, claiming the sole re- 
sponsibility for the murder ol Profes- 
sor White. 


He said he did not know either 


Perry or Ivory and asserted that 
neither of them was with, him when 
the crime was committed. 


His statement is not credited by the 


police authorities. 


Professor White was attacked by 


three colored men on a dark street 
near the university. 


One of his assailants struck him on 


the head with an iron bolt and alter 
he had fallen to the ground he was 
beaten to death. 


Robbery was the motive for tho 


crime. 


Perry, Ivory and St'rling were ar- 


rested several days later and the two 
first named made coiilessions, accus- 
ing Stirling of being the actual mur- 
derer. 


The three men were convicted to- 


gether and Ivory and Perry were exe- 
cuted Oct. 8 ot last year. 


Tho condition of Stirling's health 


caused four postponements of his 
execution.

^kaiser's new yacht, recently launched 
|t at Shooter's island, near New 1'ork, is 
£41 wonder in her way and is the largest 


•ailing yacht ever constructed in an 
'American shipyard, writes Duncan 


'' Curry, the yachting expert, in the New 


Tork Journal. She is only exceeded ha 
nbse by the English schooner Gleniffer, 
owned by James Coats of Scotland. 
Many people have wondered why the 
German emperor had his boat built in 
America, and many believe he had her 
built for political reasons. 


While this may be true of Prince 


Henry's Tisit and the selection of the 
president's daughter to christen the 
boat, they had nothing to uo with his 
original order to build the boat, w hicb 
was simply due to the fact that be 
knew he could get a far better boat of 
this typo built here than in either Ger- 
many or England, 


In 1889 A, Gary Smith, one of the 


best of our naval architects, designed a 
steel keel schooner for Chester W. 
Chapin of New York city, which was 
called tlie Yampa. She was a wonder- 
ful boat in her way, and when she 
was afterward sold to R. Suydam Pal 
tner he visited Germany in her at the 
opening of the Kiel canal, There she 
fell under the eye of the Italser. He 
•admired her beautlfyl lines and* won- 
derful seaworthy qualities which, by 
tho way, are features of all boats do- 
aigned by Gary Smith and immediately 
opened negotiations for her purchase. 


When tlie emperor finally purchased 


the yacht, be immediately renamed her 
the Iduna and presented her to the 
Empress Frederica, and she has beei 
used as a sort of royal training 
for the imperial family. 


Within the past two or three years 


there has beeu a big revival of schoon- 
er raciug in England, where some big 
two stickers have been built, notably 
the Gleniffer and Rainbow, which, 
while of huge size, have not been able 
to get out of their own way when it 
came to racing. 


The German emperor, who is a great 


believer In ocean races, last spring de- 
cided to bill Id n schooner to meet the 
new English boats, ond, with a view of 
finding out what was latest and best 
In the two sticker line, be scut the head 
itatal constructor of the imperial Ger- 
man navy and two of his aids to Amer- 
ica to look over the ground. After vis- 
iting llerreshoffs and all of the best 
na-\al j rchitects in this country they 
decided that they could not do better 
than place nn order with the designer 
of the Iduna. And so It came about 
that Gary Smith got the order to de- 
sign the new royal yacht, which he in 
turn had built at Tovuisend & Dow- 
ney's srard at Shooter's island. 


The yacht is built of steel, "with lend 


deck and bronze furnishings- The main 
saloon Is tuntdahlp and occupjes the 
entire width of the \ esscl. It is twon 
ty feet long, and there will be broad 
divans along the sides, to say nothing 
of an open fireplace, a piano and a mu- 
file room. The dining table will seat 
twenty-four persons. Aft of the sa- 
loon is the emperor's stateroom, which 
will be furnished with a slhcr bed- 
stead, a desk and a wardrobe. Adjoin- 
ing the kaiser's room there are a bath 
and his valet's room. 


These rooms are on the starboard 


side. On the port side are three small- 
er staterooms for guests, aud aft of 
these there are a vestibule and a stair- 
way leading to a steel deckhouse, and 
In the extreme after portion or the 
yacht there Is a woman's cabin, with a 
cbartrooro alongside of the steelhouse. 
Forward are the galley, foiecastle and 
officers' quart-era, the entire yacht ifl 
circled by a continuous air coroYfart- 
inent. Captain Ivarpff and the Parker 
Jirothers. with a crew of twenty men, 
will take her to England ns soon as 
»he is rigged to have her Interior fitted 
out. The new Meteor has an over all 
length of 100 feet, a watcrllue length 
of 120 feet? her beat*} Is 11 feet, her 
draft 13 feet and her 'structural depth

Of all the Indians on tbe Onondaga 


reservation Jairut Pierce is probably 
he best ver&ed in the ancient history 
and customs not only of his own tribe, 
but also o'f other tribes of the Iroquois 
confederacy. Mr. Pierce has.made the 
war dances of the Indians an especial 
study, and on a recent evening with 
i^e of his companions gave an expo- 
sjtion in this city, supplemented with, 
short descriptive talks, says the Syra- 
cus« Post-Standard. 


The dances as executed were typical 


of the old life of the Indians. The 
ghost'dance is held annuallj' at the 
council iouse, and-cpmmemorates the 
dead heroes of the tribe. It is a mo- 
nptonous dance, executed in, strokes 
upon a small drum and with mournful, 
weird notes s-ting- in a high key by the 
participants. The dancers continupus- 
.y shuffle around in a circle. 
,In the exposition of the war dance 
:he braves bad & fine chance to let 
;hemselves out, and they did it with a 
will. The screechings and j-ells that 
•he three big "bucks" drew out of them- 
selves were enough to drown the nois* 
of a couple of locomotives, and the con- 
rortions with Which they embellished 
:he exhibition would put the gymnast 
of any modern, circus to shame. 


The Indians evidently enjoyed tile 


work "of d-ancing—for it was nothing 
less than work. It is not dancing as it 
is taught to-day, but rather a continu- 
ous jumping- around on one foot and 
seeping time with the other to the 
musac of the drum and tile dancer's 
own-voice.- At the same time a con- 
tinual din is Jce'pt u,p by each person'by 
means of a,rattle, stick or club. From 
he faces of the performers at times 
t might be dnfer'red ,that they were 
working themselves up to a pitch.where 
they would los* control 'of t.hoanselves. 
jut the Indians were enjoying it and 
came out of the dance with smiling 
faces. 


The dances were executed to music 


that varied very little. The voices of 


e^ performers seemed to frame but 
few notes, but these were worked 


overtime. * As near as the words could 
be understood they sounded like ibis: 
"Hua-lua-hualua, -hia-i-hia, ba.ua, o- 
haua," and were aceoni'panicd by an in- 
cessant jumping-up ajid down and shuf- 
fling of the feet that must have pro- 
duced a tired feeling-, since the per- 
formers wore thin moccasins and the 
dances were executed on hardwood 
floors. 


Among the legends narrated by Mr. 


Pierce was on* regarding the teachings 
of .Handsome Lake. It wasi said that 
Handsome Lake, after a visa on in which 
he met the Great Spirit, tang-lit that 
only Indians were, to be admitted to the 
happy hunting grounds. George Wash- 
ington, because of hrs kindness to the 
Indians, was to be allowed to remain 
just outside the en-trance. 


The burning of.the white dogwasiji- 


terestingly described. It was stated 
:hat at the close of each year the feast 
was held, the popnlaHinpression being 
that, the sins of the people were con- 
sumed with the body of the dog, on 
which they were cast. 


The closing dance was that of the 


medicine man, who had a make-up that 
was calculated to strike terror to timid 
hearts. Witb wild songs and yells the 
hideous flsruT-e of the performer, who 
wore a death mask covered with long 
hair,'jumped .and danced over the stage 
until e:\h3URtiou compelled a cessation 
>f hostilities.

"Up to a few years ago the watei 


of .the 'Mississippi was 
heavily 


charged with vegetable juices. There 
is still a fair per cent, of these 
juices, in the water pf the river- 
enough, in fact, to make the. river 
the greatest oyster feeder in the 
world; if the juices: could reach the 
oyster beds without depositing the 
sediment which stains the water. 
But tlie per cent, of vegetable juices 
in. the river has been reduced 'some- 
what on account of the levee con- 
struction which has been going on 
between Missouri and the Gulf of 
Mexico. Levees have prevented an 
immense wash 
of vegetable sub- 


stances into : tho river from time to 
time by the freshets which pour in 
from the low lands. There is still, 
however, a sufficient quantity of veg- 
etable matter in the stream. 


"But I was speaking of the value 


of the water for ho.me and drinking 
purppses. 
It is the best in the 


world, in my judgment. It has to bo 
filtered and clarified. I have tried 
the best water in the world. I would 
rather drink the water from 
t'he 


Mississippi river 'after it has been 
filtered than to drink any water that 
I know anything about. The water 
taken from the deep in the ocean is 
supposed to be very ,.pure, and no 
doubt it is, but a number of years 
ago, while at Liverpool, I had a 
chance to compare ocean water with 
the water of the Mississippi, and I do 
not hesitate to say that I found tho 
hitter a far superior article."

we experience a scarcity and conse- 
quently must must expect still higher 
prices to follow. Grain, which is way 
up, of course has considerable to do 
with the present prices, for producers 
rather than keep their hens and pay 
for the grain killed them off for the 
Thanksgiving and Christmas markets. 
Thi$ is what made the 
poultry so 


cheap at that time. When the market 
does break it will undoubtedly i reak 
quick. The prices, however, will hold 
up through Lent," he said. 


LARGEST FLOATING DOCK. 


Just Launched Across the Ocean and 


Soon to be in Use on this Side. 


(From the London, Telegraph.) 


The great floating dock, said to be 


the largest in the world, which has 
just been launched from the yard of 
the builders, Messrs. C. S. Swan & 
Hunter 
(Limited) of Walisend-on- 


Tyne, has been built to the order of 
the admiralty, and is to be placed in 
his Majesty's dockyard at Bermuda, 
where it will replace the old floating 
dock that has been there since -1869, 
and which has now become obsolete, 
not through age, but through the in- 
sufficiency of its dimensions. It is 
interesting to make a comparison be- 
tween the dimensions" of the old and 
the present dock, for they show the 
great increase that there has been 
the size of the ships of the fleet. The 
old dock, like the present one, was de- 
signed with a view to accommodating 
the largest vessels that were 
then 


built or building. The length of the 
former was 381 feet all over, but to 
obtain Its maximum gates were fitttcd 
which reduced Its practical length to 
330 feet Its Inside width was 84 feet 
between side walls, and its lifting 
power was 8,000 tons, which was sue- 
flclent for the ships of the Bellerophen 
class, to lift which It wa* especially 
designed although it was capable of 
bringing the keel out of the water 
of vessels up to 10,200 tons, the then 
heaviest snipe, represented by the 
long, fully rigged lln« of battleships 
Aglncourt and Minotaur. 


The 'present dock is 545 feet long, 


and, 
having no gates, the length of

It 
is evident, therefore, tbat great longi- 
tudinal strength is necessary, since 
while the dock has to deal with the 
600 foot Campania, practically 
tlie 


whole displacement of 545 ieet long 
pontoons have to be utilized to lift a 
vessel bearing only on some 384 teet 
of their length. Apart from this, the 
fact that the dock, in its voyage out 
to Bermuda, may have to encounter 
the long rollers of the Atlantic also 
makes it imperative that a very stiff 
form of structure should be employed. 
Like toe original Bermuda dock, tlie 
present one is a self docking—that is, 
it can lilt all parts, of itself out of 
water—a most necessary facility in 
the sab-tropical sea of Bermuda. 


An electric light installation, with 


its own generating plant, is provided 
in one wall lor lighting all the inter- 
ior compartment of the dock, and in 
addition twelve arc lamps are carried 
on gallows on top of the towers, which 
light up when required the 
whole

orge Cabot Ward the.other day to a 


reporter of the New Yorlr Tribune in 
discussing the claims'Of various fiow- 
ers that huVe been mentioned in this 
connection. 


"The reasons for choosing the corn 


are so final that it seems to m* Impost 
eible that any ouc, who'has heard them 
should consider for a moment a propo- 
sition to adopt a fiovver, however beau- 
tiful," continued Mrs. Ward, "Corn 
formed the principal article of food for 
he early settlers, end but for it they 
wonld hfne died of starvation. It Is a 
divine gift, for God never gave it to 
any other country, this being the only 
one to which it is indigenous. Although 
t will grow anywhere, it is distinc- 
tively of American origin and has 
doubtless grown' here for ages." 


Flowers, Mrs. Ward' thought, might 


>e botiutil'ul nnd appropriate for state 
emblems in the localities'' where they 
have a special sigtiiiicaik'e in connec- 
tion with the•'history of the state, but 
no flower, she said, oo.uld bring^ for- 
ward, claims.: that would entitle it to 
>ecome national in its symbolism." One 
of the strongest points advanced hi fa- 
vor of the corn is that it caii be grown 
with equal futility in «H portions of 
the United States. 


'It grows from ocean to ocean and. 


from the lakes to the gujf," said Mrs. 
Ward in tills connection. "It Is said 
Imt only persons who have visited the 
south nnd the west can realize what a 
powerful-factbr it is in our civilization, 
nourishing as it does In both hot and 
'old climates. 
The1 harvests of the 


corn are (lie glory of our country. 


"Another point iu its favor as com- 


pared with-any flower is that our great 
country should have a life sustaining 
emblem. People co'hie here from every 
country iiv the'world (o earn their liv- 
ng, and think of the benefit it is! to 
the poor. For as a food It Is within the 
reach of till." 


In Plymouth the people have a cus- 


tom by which they commpuiprutc the 
sufferings of the pilgrims'and at. the 
same time acknowledge their debt of 
gratitude to tho corn. When Forefa- 
thers' day is observed, they hold a din- 
ner, nnd each guest finds laid beside 
his plato a few 'grains of the parched 
corn to which the flrst settlers owed 
so' much. 


Advocates of the Indian corn feel as- 


sured that. It will only be n matter of 
time before its clnJms arc acknowledg- 
ed. In nutriment it Is ranked next to 
wheat and rice. The early settlers 
subsisted on It, with the occasional ad- 
dition of salt pork. 
Mush nnd milk 


was considered n wholesome diet, and 
samp was looked upon as a delicacy. 
The coarse cornmeal required only the 
addition of water and salt to be baked 
into a light and sweet tasting bread. 


A recent speaker before the National 


Society of Is'ew England Women re- 
ferred with the"greatest enthusiasm to 
the homely fare of those days, saying 
that samp cooked ns our grandmoth- 
ers used to,prepare l,t was a dish which 
for fine flavor and delicacy could not 
be exceeded -by the cooks of today. 


The Pueblos esteemed corn as the 


most valuable gift from the gods, and 
quaint legends nrc connected with their 
blslory of its origin. 
I ongfellow In 


"The Rong of Hiawatha" refers to it 
as "this new gift of the Great Spirit." 
Whittler J" "The Corn Song" extols its 
beauty and usefulness1, and other poets 
have written in its praise. 


To decoration on tparbley bronze or 


any metal it is especially well adapted, 
say those who have seen It put to this 
use. 
It appears sculptured on several 


pillars of our national cnpitol. Jind Its 
sharply defined outlines would, It is 
said, reproduce effectively on our cur- 
rency.

As a matter of, fact, there Is little 


or no gambling now in the capltol com- 
mred wllti the conditions of years ago. 
There used to be a time when certain 
committee rooms were ttye rendezvous 
'or poker- players, nnd tbi games were 
generally without limit. 


Many senators and representatives 


do not object' to a little game now, but 
hey play in the evening and not at the 
lapitol. There were poker stories ga- 
ore around the capital in- tbe olden 
days; One incident became a classic. 
riie're was a party in the room of a 
southern congressman,- and the game 
ran high. A western member opened . 
a Jack pot, 'and the southerner, who j 
was upon his left, came in, together 
vith two other congressmen. The west- 
erner stood pat, whereupon the south- 
erner discarded two cards. The bet- 
ing began and soon became so swift 
hat only the southerner and the west- 
•rner remained. Finally the latter 
called his ' colleague* and the hands 
were shown. 


Tbe westerner had opened the pot on 
'our kings. As soon ns he stood pat 
he southerner broke a pair of ' slices 
ind held, the four, five nnd six of 
spades in his hand, hoping against hope 
o make a spade flush He was dealt 
;he seven and eight of spades, making 
a straight flush. 


The western member didn't say a 


word when he learned what had hap- 
pened, but It was noticeable that he 
didn't touch a card again during that 
session. — Washington Post. 


A Kitten's Intelligence. 


A hungry kitten was put'into a cage, 


the door of which would fall open 
when n loop of wire that hung in front 
of the cage whs pulled down an inch. 
The kitten tried to squeeze between 
the bars, .'clawed ' and bit at them, 
thrust its paws out between the bars 
and clawed at various loose objects in 
the cage. It"clawed'the loop several 
times, but not with enough force to 
pull it down. After 100 seconds of such 
iictivity, it-happened to claw the loop 
hard enough, and so escaped. 


After it had eaten the food, outside, 


it was put into the box again. There 
was a repetition of the same activities, 
but the successful movement came, this 
time after thirty seconds. On the next 
trial; general activity for ninety sec- 
onds was required before the kitten es- 
caped. With repeated trials the asso- 
ciation between the interior of the box 
and the act of clawing at the loop be- 
came fixed, so that linally the kitten 
would do it in a few seconds—that is, 
as soon as put into the box. 


This progress is shown in the times 


taken in the different trials. They were 
1150, 30, 90, 00, 15, 28, 20, 30, 22, 11, 15, 
20, 12, 10,14, 30, 8, 8, 5, 10, 8, G, G and 7 
seconds.—Professor B. L. Thorndike in 
International Monthly. 


A Scotcl* AntlROlf T.nvr. 


Scotland, ns everybody knows, is the 


land where golf originated and the land 
where It most flourishes. But- if the 
law were strictly enforced north of the 
Tweed it would go hard with the play- 
ers of the royal game in "Bonnie Scot- 
land." 
Golf players there may not 


know it, but they are liable to a sen- 
tence of death for their indulgence in 
their favorite sport. Technically, this 
Is literally a fact. In ancient times, 
when Scotland always bad' work for 
her soldiers to do, all young men were 
required to perfect themselves in. arch- 
ery. They preferred to play golf, and 
so serious a rival did tbe game become, 
that it was for a time suppressed and 
made a capital offense. That curious 
law never has been repealed^ and may 
still*be found- on the statute book''.

With' thin 
year, however, naval cadets1 intended 
for tbe construction coirps are being 
tent from Annapolis to the ilassachu- 
aetta Institute of Technology, in Bos- 
ton. 


,The department of naval architec- 


ture at the institute has"made a repu- 
tation for itself in the last few 'years, 
apd the coming of the naval cadets 
has correspondingly broadened ' and 
strengthened it 
Thus, bjr permission 


of the Danish government, a European 
naval officer of distinction, Command- 
er William Hovgaardvof tbe royal Dan- 
ish navy, has joined, tbe departojent 
as professor' of naval design, with a 
special eye to the requirements, of the 
Annapolis cadets. 
Moreover, *Com- 


maader Hovgaard* has been recently 
expressing himself very interestingly 
on American naval matters. In par- 
ticular he has a good Tvord to say for 
our new battleships and approves the 
present tendency in this country to 
make such vessels larger and more 
powerful. 


But, he adds, "with the development 


of the battleship as a very costly and 
powerful unit there Is nn even greater 
demand for an auxiliary fleet of cruis- 
ers which shall keep in constant touch 
with an enemy and allow the heavy- 
weight fighters to choose their battle- 
ground. , Tbe\ government that can af- 
ford to build first class seagoing bat- 
tle ships can best afford to surround 
such expensive structures with- a 
swarm of -lighter vessels."* 
- 


Commander Hovgaard's opinion .of 


the submarine boat will be even more 
interesting to most readers. 


"As the development of the battle- 


ship does not render the auxiliary craft 
unnecessary," fye says, "so the develop- 
ment of an entirely new weapon, the 
submarine boat, does not make the 
battleship any less important. It is 
true that there has' been a popular Im- 
pression that it was useless, to build 
costly battleships which could be com- 
pletely destroyed by comparatively in- 
expensive submarine boats, but this 
Opinion, it seems to me, is based on a 
lack of knowledge of the real limita- 
tions of the submarine boat. As far as 
we have learned; the best power for 
submarine propulsion is electricity, 
and with this power we are limited to 
a total radius of action of about fifty 
miles — that is, the submarine boat can 
do effective patrol service at a distance 
of ten to twenty miles from shore and 
still be able to return, which makes it 
a useful weapon Iu keeping' a blockad- 
ing squadron out of range. In twenty- 
five years ho essential improvement as 
regards weight and bulk has been 
made in; the storage of electric energy, 
and until an Improvement is made in 
this respect or some radically new 
means of power is Discovered subma- 
rine bpats will be available only for 
the defense of ports and landlocked 
harbors and cannot at all affect the im- 
portance of the seagoing; battleship."

The great 
natural division of labor, to which 
there maj be many exceptions, is this; 
that the men prepare the world for 
the children and tlie women prepare

while taking good care that the man 
himself is enabled to do his part of 
the work in a mos>t efficient manner. 
The modern thought, therefore, about 
the education of women is to Taring 
into the curriculum enough of that 
which will bear practically upon 
home-making to satisfy 
the young 


woman that her time is not being 
thrown away and to give her at least 
a somewhat adequate preparation for 
her special work. It is useless to say 
that this preparation should be se- j 
cured at the home; tEe conditions of 
modern home life and of social life I 
practically forbids this. Just as it is 
quite impossible -for a man to appren- 
tice his son to "himself in his own 
business, because the unions have 
filled their apprentice list, so it is im- 
possible for a mother to train her 
daughters as they were once trained 
—and it must be confessed that we 
are looking at-that oid-time training 
through the rose-tinted glasses with 
which we always regard the past, 
writes James H. Canfield, LL. D., in 
Good Housekeeping; 


The elements of this work should be 


done in, the high school, precisely as 
the elements of manual training are 
placed there for the boy. But the, 
higher forms of the 'worfc should 
be taken up during the college course, 
^fn which they peed not absorb more- 
than one-quarter of the entire time.
